The composition of claim 29 where said lubricating composition consists 
essentially of a superabsorbent polymer combined with a material for decreasing friction 
between moving surfaces, where said superabsorbent polymer absorbs greater than 
about 100 times its weight in water and is a polymer of acrylic acid, an acrylic ester, 
acrylonitrile, acrylamide, co-polymers thereof or mixtures thereof, wherein said material 
for decreasing friction is a fatty oil, fatty acid or wax, or mixtures thereof and wherein 
said material for decreasing friction optionally contains a lubricant additive, wherein said 
lubricant additive is an antioxidant, rust inhibitor, antiwear compound, extreme pressure 
additive, detergent, dispersant, pour point depressant, viscosity-index improver, or foam 
inhibitor. 
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42. The composition of claim 29 where said lubricating composition consists 
essentially of a superabsorbent polymer combined with a material for decreasing friction 
between moving surfaces, where said superabsorbent polymer absorbs greater than 
about 100 times its weight in water and is a polymer of acrylic acid, an acrylic ester, 
acrylonitrile, acrylamide, co-polymers thereof or mixtures thereof, wherein said material 
for decreasing friction is a synthetic oil lubricant, or grease thereof, and wherein said 
material for decreasing friction optionally contains a lubricant additive, wherein said 
lubricant additive is an antioxidant, rust inhibitor, antiwear compound, extreme pressure

inhibitor. 

43. The composition of claim 29 where said lubricating composition consists 
essentially of a superabsorbent polymer combined with a material for decreasing friction 
between moving surfaces, where said superabsorbent polymer absorbs greater than 
about 100 times its weight in water and is a polymer of acrylic acid, an acrylic ester, 
acrylonitrile, acrylamide, co-polymers thereof or mixtures thereof, wherein said material 
for decreasing friction is a soap, and wherein said material for decreasing friction 
optionally contains a lubricant additive, wherein said lubricant additive is an antioxidant, 
rust inhibitor, antiwear compound, extreme pressure additive, detergent, dispersant, 
pour point depressant, viscosity-index improver, or foam inhibitor.
